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Heartbreak 
over death 
of Aaron, 37 


TRIBUTES have been paid following 
the sudden and tragic death of a 
young father-of-two and talented 
martial artist from Ely. 

Aaron Wisbey, 37, was a partner at 
Mercedes Benz specialists Stewart 
and Wisbey in Lynn Road, 
Chettisham, and was well known in 
the Ely area. 

He was found dead at the garage 
last Wednesday night and the cause 
of his death is still unknown. 

Aaron had called his wife, Melanie, 
34, at around 9.30pm to tell her that 
he was finishing off some paperwork 
and that he would be home soon. 

But he didn’t arrive, and when 
Melanie couldn’t get an answer on 
his mobile phone or the garage’s 
phone, she dialled 999. 

Police went to the garage and dis¬ 
covered Aaron, who was a black belt 
in karate, lying dead on the show¬ 
room floor. 

Aaron, of Lumley Close, Ely, leaves 
his wife and two sons, Louis, 3, and 
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Theo - aged just seven weeks. 

His death has left his family, 
friends and colleagues devastated. 

Melvyn Stewart, 59, Aaron’s busi¬ 
ness partner and friend for more 
than 20 years, said: “We’re all abso¬ 
lutely devastated by Aaron’s death. 

“He was like a son to me. Aaron 
would bend over backwards to do 
anything for anyone. 

“He was helpful and had a really 
good sense of humour - he loved to 
play the odd trick on people and was 
just one of those guys who every¬ 
body liked. 

“Things will never be the same 
here again without him but his name 
will certainly always be above the 
door. 

“Nobody knows how Aaron died. 
Police have confirmed that there 


were no suspicious circumstances 
and a post mortem showed no obvi¬ 
ous cause of death. 

“Everyone is baffled as he was such 
a fit young man. 

“His death has obviously rocked 
his family and friends but also peo¬ 
ple from across the country - the 
number of calls we’ve had has been 
unreal and customers have been 
breaking down on the phone. 

“Our thoughts are with Melanie 
and Aaron’s family at what is an 
extremely difficult time.” 

Forensics teams have examined 
the garage and a spokeswoman for 
Cambridgeshire Police have con¬ 
firmed that Aaron’s death is not 
being treated as suspicious. 

His death is now being handled by 
the coroner. 

Plans are now being made for 
Aaron’s funeral and although Mr 
Stewart says it will be “extremely 
difficult”, Stewart and Wisbey will 
still continue to operate.

THE future of Ely’s post office still 
hangs in the balance as bosses con¬ 
tinue to try and get the lease on the 
current premises extended. 

As previously reported, if Post Office 
Ltd cannot persuade Lloyds Pharmacy 
to extend the lease on the building in 
High Street, a temporary building in 
one of Ely’s car parks could be used to 
accommodate the post office over the 
Christmas period. 

The lease runs out on Sunday, 
November 17 and with a decision yet 
to be made on whether the post office 
can relocate to inside the Premier 
Convenience Store in High Street - a 
proposed move announced earlier 
this year - the hunt is now on to find 
temporary accommodation. 

Residents have reacted angrily to the 
portable building idea - insisting that 
residents, especially the elderly, can¬ 
not be expected to queue in a car park 
during the winter months. 

Fears have also been raised about 
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the security of having a post office in a 
temporary building over what is tradi¬ 
tionally the post office’s busiest peri¬ 
od. 

District Cllr Jeremy Friend-Smith, 
whose ward is Ely South, has described 
the temporary plan as “scandalous”. 

There have been fears for the future 
of the city’s post office ever since 
Lloyds announced it wanted to relo-

cate to St Mary’s Surgery. Those plans 
were approved and the Lloyds branch 
in High Street has now closed. 

Post Office bosses want to relocate 
and modernise the branch by moving 
it inside the convenience store just a 
few doors along and a public consulta¬ 
tion on those proposals ended on 
October 15. 

The company says it is now working 
with East Cambridgeshire District 
Council to make sure that a post office 
service is maintained in Ely. 

A spokeswoman for Post Office Ltd 
said: “We are negotiating to extend the 
lease for as long as possible and we 
hope this will be feasible. 

“We are working with the council to 
site a post office Portacabin in a coun¬ 
cil car park. This should be a short¬ 
term arrangement as plans are being 
finalised to re-locate Ely Post Office to 
the Premier Convenience Store.” 

Nobody from Lloyds Pharmacy was 
available to comment.

Man to appear in court 
over fatal A14 accident 


PLANS to refurbish and 
expand an “outdated” com¬ 
munity facility in Soham 
have been given the green 
light. 

Soham Town Council 
applied for planning per¬ 
mission to revamp and 
extend the Walter Gidney 
Pavilion, in Fountain Lane, 
in August. 

The proposals have now 
been approved by East 


Cambridgeshire District 
Council. The plans will see 
part of the 19th century 
building being demolished 
and replaced with a rear 
extension. 

The council also wants to 
get rid of the basketball 
court there, create a new 
access and make the car 
park bigger. It is hoped the 
work will increase use of the 
building. 


A MAN has been charged 
with causing a public nui¬ 
sance in connection with a 
fatal road traffic collision. 

Thomas Allen, 23, from 
Soham, died in hospital fol¬ 
lowing an accident which 
happened on the A14 at 
Sproughton, near Ipswich, 
on Christmas Eve last year. 

The four-vehicle crash 
happened at around 
10.20pm. Around six horses 


were loose on the road at 
the time, three of which 
were killed in the collision. 

Investigations have been 
ongoing ever since and on 
Tuesday Stacy Humphrys, 
of West Meadows, Ipswich, 
was charged with causing a 
public nuisance in relation 
to the accident.

Call for bypass 
public inquiry 


A CAMPAIGN group is calling 
for a public inquiry into Ely’s 
southern bypass plans - 
insisting the road will “inflict 
immeasurable damage” on 
the city’s cathedral. 

The Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough Campaign to 
Protect Rural England (CPRE) 
has lodged a formal objection 
to the £30 million scheme and 
is calling for a public inquiry. 

Michael Monk, CPRE chair¬ 
man, said: “The proposed 
scheme would inflict 
immeasurable damage on Ely 
Cathedral but I am also deep¬ 
ly disappointed the county 
council has not given higher 
priority to other opportuni¬ 
ties for dealing with the A142 
congestion. 

“More should be done to dis¬ 
courage heavy commercial 
vehicles from using the A142 
as a short cut to the midlands. 

“Such vehicles should be 
encouraged to the use the A14 
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which, when it is upgraded, 
should prove an attractive 
route.” 

Mr Monk says the bypass 
plans also fail to meet the 
requirements under the 
National Planning Policy 
Framework (NPPF) for sus¬ 
tainable development. 

He said: “The NPPF states 
that the environmental 
dimension is crucial. The 
bypass will in no way comply 
with this requirement. The 
Ship of the Fens has been one 
of Cambridgeshire’s most 
loved features for 800 years 
and should not be 
sacrificed.” 

The scheme has 
been in the pipeline 
for more than a 
decade and plans 
were submitted by 
the county council 
last month. 


Cllr Ian Bates, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for growth and planning, 
said: “We have developed 
what we believe is the most 
effective solution to deal with 
chronic congestion which is 
caused by the level crossing at 
Ely Railway Station. 

“Research tells us ideas such 
as a deeper underpass would 
give fewer benefits than a 
bypass, carry far greater risks 
and would not solve the prob¬ 
lems of pollution and traffic. 

“We have done all we can 
through the planning process 
to mitigate the impact of the 
proposed road on the land¬ 
scape. Ultimately we all must 
remember this project 
has been brought for¬ 
ward in response to 
the demands of the 
vast majority of res¬ 
idents to do some¬ 
thing and we are 
determined not to let 
them down.”

Crashes spark 
anger over 
mud on A142 


POLICE are being urged to 
get tougher on farmers who 
fail to clear mud from roads 
following two collisions near 
Ely. 

An investigation is under¬ 
way after there were two car 
accidents on the A142 at 
Witchford in a matter of 
hours. 

Emergency services were 
called to the busy route at 
around 3.05am on Friday 
after a BMW left the road and 
crashed into a ditch. 

Firefighters had to cut the 
roof off the vehicle to release 
the driver - a man in his 40s - 
and he was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital with 
minor injuries. 

Emergency services were 
then called to the exact same 
location just three hours later 
at around 6.20am. 

The collision involved two 
vehicles and two casualties, 
although their injuries are not 
thought to have been serious. 

Motorists have described 
there being a lot of mud on the 
road at the time and are call¬ 
ing for action. 
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Trevor Harrington said: “I 
reported the state of the A142 
to police and was told it was 
being dealt with. 

“I had to brake hard to avoid 
another car which was sliding 
on the mud. If this was a 
builder they would be made 
to sweep the road immedi¬ 
ately or face prosecution so 
why are farmers constantly 
allowed to get away with leav¬ 
ing roads in such a state?” 

Commenting on Ely News 
online, another motorist said: 
“We drove home that way on 
Thursday - the road was so 
covered in mud that the 
white lines and 
cats eyes were 
obliterated. 

“No signs, and 
no sign of any¬ 
one clearing the 
mud, though 
agricultural 
vehicles were 
working in the 
fields adjacent. 

“The fact is 


whoever was working in the 
fields did not follow the cor¬ 
rect procedure to warn 
motorists. This is a stretch of 
road that you can drive on at 
60mph, there was bound to 
be an accident.” 

A police spokeswoman said 
officers are investigating the 
cause of the accident but said 
the only real powers they 
have is to caution farmers. 

A spokeswoman for 
Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service said: “We 
would urge drivers to take 
extra care on the roads at the 
moment. 

“On some of the rural roads 
in East Cambridgeshire espe¬ 
cially there appears to be 
a lot of mud, making 
driving conditions 
sometimes diffi¬ 
cult. 

“It’s also 
worth remind¬ 
ing motorists to 
properly clear 
their wind¬ 

screens before 
they set off on 
their journeys.”

I am just passing on concerns 

I AM grateful to Deborah Curtis for confirming 
that horses can and do kill or injure people. 
Horses are wonderful animals but they can be 
dangerous and one must take care with all of 
them. 

It is my contention that wild horses are more 
likely to be dangerous than domesticated ones. 
The National Trust’s people at Wicken Fen 
appear to agree for they advise that their wild 
Polish Konik horses should be observed ‘from a 
respectful distance’. 

I have no statistics regarding the number of 
attacks on people by wild horses in the UK. 
With respect, I doubt that Ms Curtis has such 
statistics either. 

Again, and with respect, I am not concerned 
with nationwide statistics: I am concerned at 
the concerns of others, those concerns having 
been expressed at an official National Trust 
meeting at Wicken Fen. 

The concerns that were expressed were not the 
result of the wild Polish Konik horses being 
‘illusive’ (perhaps Ms Curtis means ‘elusive’): 
rather the opposite in that they were reported 
to have come uncomfortably close to the 
people expressing the concerns. I was at the 
meeting: I know what was said and I made 
notes. 

A111 am attempting to do is to pass on 
concerns: it is up to the National Trust to act 
on those concerns or to be ready for unwanted 
consequences.

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1,000 people sign 
junction petition

MORE than 1,000 people have signed 
a petition calling for traffic lights to 
be installed at a junction which 
claimed the life of a popular teenag¬ 
er. 

Former Ely College student Courtney 
Pettifor, 18, launched the campaign 
in July, calling for the junction at the 
bridge in Sandhill, off New River 
Bank, Littleport, to be made safer. 

Courtney’s best friend, Jack Ure, 18, 
was killed at the junction in a car 
accident on June 20 this year. 

A total of 1,024 people signed the 
petition and Courtney, from 
Littleport, has now sent it to 
Cambridgeshire County Council for 
consideration. 

As previously reported, villagers 
have been calling for the junction to 
be improved for some time and the 
issue has been heightened following 
the death of Jack, who was also a stu¬ 
dent at Ely College. 

Courtney said: “When I launched 
the petition I set about getting 1,000 
signatures so to have got 1,024 is fan¬ 
tastic. 

“I’m really pleased and would like to 
thank everyone for their support. 

“Traffic lights are needed at this 
junction to help improve safety. The 
visibility is poor and the speed is 
unacceptable along the Branch Bank 
road. 

“The T junction in which Victoria 
Street and Branch Bank meet is high¬ 
ly dangerous as cars are recklessly 
driving along Branch Bank and visi¬ 
bility is limited so something needs to 
happen immediately to improve eve¬ 
ryone’s safety before anyone else gets 
hurt. 

“I propose that traffic lights are 
installed by that junction to stop any 
more tragic accidents occurring 
again. 

“No-one wants any more accidents 
to occur there again, but more impor¬ 
tantly no-one wants to lose someone 
close to them, so it’s now up to local 
Government to sort something out.” 

In response to rising concern from 
villagers, Littleport Parish Council 
has also formed a working party to 
look at how the junction can be 


improved and says it is treating the 
issue urgently. 

The petition will now be considered 
by the county council. 

A council spokesman said: “Road 
safety is a main priority for the coun¬ 
cil and we work closely in partnership 


with the emergency services on meas¬ 
ures to reduce casualties. 

“Although it would be inappropriate 
to comment on the accident while it is 
being investigated by the police we 
will look at their findings and take 
any appropriate action.” 


Plans to replace building 
destroyed in huge blaze 


Solar farm for Soham 
moves one step closer 


AN industrial warehouse 
destroyed in a massive fire 
looks set to be replaced. 

A factory unit at Masters 
Logistical Services Ltd in 
Ely Road, Stretham, was 
completed destroyed when 
a blaze broke out at the 
business this summer. 

The inferno happened on 
June 27 after rubbish being 
burnt in an incinerator at 
the rear of the warehouse 
spread to the building. 

Nobody was inside the 
warehouse at the time but 
the fire caused major issues 
for locals and forced them 
to close their windows and 
doors to prevent them from 
inhaling the smoke. 

The busy A10 was also 
closed to traffic in both 
directions for some time. 


Paul Upton and Deanna 
Wood, the owners of 
Masters Logistical Services, 
now want to replace the 
warehouse and have 
applied to East 

Cambridgeshire District 
Council for planning per¬ 
mission. 

In their application, they 
said: “The project involves 
replacing a fire damaged 
warehouse building con¬ 
verted from a former grain 
store. 

“The new building is to be 
erected to the same scale 
and building footprint, but 
updated with newer build¬ 
ing materials.” 

The unit measured 
approximately 100m by 
40m.

AMBITIOUS plans to build 
a 50-acre solar energy farm 
in Soham have moved one 
step closer. 

Last month, Ely News 
reported that 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council is considering 
building a major solar farm 
on land to the south west of 
Triangle Farm, in Angle 
Common. 

The authority has submit¬ 
ted a ‘screening opinion’ on 
the scheme to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

A screening opinion is an 
application for an opinion 
on whether a development 
should be subject to an 
Environmental Impact 
Assessment. 


And last Tuesday, the 
county council’s cabinet 
voted in support of the 
scheme. 

John Macmillan, rural 
estate manager for 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council Farms, said: “We 
have not applied for plan¬ 
ning permission yet but 
subject to what the plan¬ 
ners say, and if the project is 
financially viable, we would 
anticipate doing this later 
in the year or early next 
year. 

“We had been talking 
about roughly 50 acres 
which would produce 10 
megawatts of clean energy 
for about 3,000 homes.” 

A planning application is 
yet to be submitted.

AN elderly man is demanding 
answers as to why his wheelie 
bins aren't being emptied. 

Keen recycler Cyril Peach, 80, 
had his wheelie bins delivered 
during the first week of October 
and has been putting them out for 
emptying every Monday, as 
arranged by East Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 

But every week, bin men have 
ignored them, forcing him to call 
the authority to get them collect¬ 
ed. 

Cyril, of Linden Way, 
Haddenham, said: “It’s just so 
frustrating. 

“I recycle pretty much every¬ 
thing and although I was origi¬ 
nally against wheelie bins, I actu¬ 
ally really like them now. 

“The only way this new system 
can work is if the council’s service 
is efficient and effective, and cur¬ 
rently I don’t think it is. 

“My bins are meant to be emp¬ 
tied on a Monday but they’ve 
been left every week, forcing me 
to call the council and wait on the 
phone for ages for it to be dealt 
with. 

“The council keeps saying that 
they’re having a few teething 
problems but this has been going 
on for a month now.” 

Cyril isn’t the only resident to 
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have experienced issues since the 
wheelie bin scheme was rolled 
out. 

As previously reported, pen¬ 
sioners Richard and Brenda Sired, 
of Brook Lane, Stretham, were left 
with rubbish piling up outside 
their house after bin men ignored 
their home for three weeks run¬ 
ning. 

The district currently recycles 
just 37 per cent of its waste - the 
lowest in the region - and it is 
hoped wheelie bins will increase 
the recycling rate. 

Dave White, waste champion at 
the council, said: “We apologise 
to Mr Peach for any inconven¬ 
ience he has experienced - 
arrangements have been made 
for his bins to be emptied and 
steps taken to prevent further 
missed collections. 

“Overall the feedback we have 
had from the vast majority of resi¬ 
dents is that they are really happy 
with their new wheelie bins and it 
is encouraging them to recycle 
more than ever. 

“We are all working hard to 
minimise such incidents but if

City play area 
to have CCTV 
camera fitted 


A CHILDREN'S play area in Ely will soon 
be monitored by CCTV in a bid to make 
families feel safer there. 

The camera will be fitted at the Pocket 
Park play area in the city’s country park 
later this month. 

The equipment will also be infra red so 
that anything that happens in the park 
overnight can be recorded. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council is 
installing the camera so that it has a 360 
degree view of the area. 

It will be monitored in the same way that 
all of Ely’s CCTV cameras are - by dedi¬ 
cated volunteers at Ely police station. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chairman of the 
council’s community and environment 
committee, is hoping the camera will 
“help people feel safer” in the park. 

Ely News has reported numerous issues 
in the country park area this year, includ¬ 
ing dog walkers being confront¬ 
ed and even attacked by people 
when walking their dogs. 

Residents have also reported 
that people are hunting wild¬ 
fowl, including ducks and 
geese, in the park, and fishing 
illegally in the area. 

Homeless people have also 
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been camping in the country park - 
something which police say they are 
aware of but that the public should not be 
worried about. 

The issues were of such concern to locals 
people that in fune, community leaders 
came together in the country park for a 
special multi-agency action evening. 

Residents were able to discuss any con¬ 
cerns they had about certain activities in 
the area. Special fire proof litter bins were 
also installed in the park. 

Cllr Hobbs said: “A new infra red CCTV 
camera will be erected in the country 
park as part of our efforts to help people 
feel safer when they use the area. 

“It will be positioned adjacent to the 
play area to give a 360 degree view. 

“The camera should provide a feeling of 
reassurance to those who frequently 
use the park, deter petty vandal¬ 
ism as well as minor acts of anti 
social behaviour. 

“The country park is a great 
place to visit and with the new 
camera in place it will become 
a safer place to go no matter 
what time of day.”

Campaign 
could help 
improve 
phone signal 

MP Steve Barclay is urging 
residents to support a 
campaign which aims to put a 
stop to the mobile phone 
‘signal gap’ between urban 
and rural parts of the UK. 

The North East

Mr Barclay said: “We need 
to send a clear message to 
mobile phone companies that 
poor signal is an issue that 
has a major impact on people 
and businesses in rural 
constituencies like my own. 

“It is unfair for mobile 
companies to be promoting 
the expansion of next 
generation 4G service whilst 
there are many around the 
country who struggle to 
receive a basic signal.”

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Rural crime 
‘likely to 
increase’ 

FARMERS and landowners are 
being urged to be extra vigilant 
now that the clocks have gone 
back. 

The Country Land and Business 
Association (CLA) says that a 
combination of dark nights and 
continued economic uncertainty is 
a recipe for an increase in rural 
crime. 

Nicola Currie, eastern region 
director for the CLA, says that 
October and November are 
statistically the two months in the 
year where police receive more 
reports of burglaries than any other 
time. 

She said: “Each year we seem to 
experience an increase in crime in 
the countryside almost as soon as 
the clocks go back. 

“This winter, with more people 
already struggling to pay their bills 
and now facing higher heating 
costs, experience sadly suggests 
that we could see a bigger increase 
than usual. 

“Simply being aware is not 
enough, and neither is just relying 
on the farm dog. 

“Protecting your property need 
not be complicated, but does need 
to be effective. 

“Tools and equipment should 
never be left lying unprotected, and 
ignition keys should never be left in 
vehicles. Installing security lights 
can be an effective deterrent as 
thieves can see them and know 
their presence will be picked up.”

Change of 
rules for 
extra grit 

RULES on the use of red diesel 
have changed allowing drivers of 
tractors, light agricultural vehicles 
and agricultural material handlers 
to use red diesel in their vehicles 
when gritting public roads. 

Previously, only vehicles 
constructed or adapted solely for 
gritting roads were allowed to use 
red diesel for gritting purposes. 

The restriction prevented farmers 
from using their tractors and other 
agricultural vehicles that are 
ordinarily fuelled with red diesel to 
respond quickly to adverse weather 
conditions. 

Hedvig Ljungerud, deputy director 
for transport taxes at HM Revenue 
and Customs, said: “These 
changes show that HMRC 
recognises and responds to the 
needs of rural communities. 

“People in East Anglia will now 
be able to call upon these versatile 
and readily available vehicles to 
maintain access during periods of 
heavy winter weather. 

“This will bring significant 
benefits to people and businesses 
in towns and villages normally 
outside the reach of municipal 
gritters, allowing daily life to 
continue and making the roads 
safer.”

Officers are concerned that 
burglars will target homes 
mid-to-late afternoon and 
will look for properties that 
are unoccupied. 

Community reduction 
officer Carol Aston said: 
“Burglars target homes they 
think are empty so it’s 
important that people try to 
make their homes look 
occupied. 

“Properties are generally 
broken into from the rear 
because the burglar doesn’t 
want to be seen so people 
should make it as difficult as 
possible to access their back 
garden. 

“Tall fencing, noisy gravel, 
spiky hedges and an alarm 


system are all worth the 
investment. 

“And of course, windows 
and doors should always be 
locked when there is no one 
at home.” 

Last winter, there were 961 
burglaries in the county 
during the four months from 
November to February, with 
224 in November, 227 in 
December, 296 in fanuary 
and 214 in February. 

Residents are being urged to 
remove keys from window 
and door locks to not leave 
items such as keys, bags and 
money on show through a 
window, to consider the 
position of key racks or 
shelves next to doors, to 
consider using timer switches 
to turn on lights and radios 
when they are going to be 
away from home, to consider 
the use of lights at the front 
and rear of their property and 
to use bolts and padlocks on 
side gates.

YOUR kitchen is often the hub of 
your home, and giving it a makeo¬ 
ver can transform your whole prop¬ 
erty. Julia Gray offers her easy and 
cost-friendly tips 

REPLACING your home’s kitchen 
can seem a costly, lengthy and dis¬ 
ruptive process. You must remember 
though, a nice kitchen will add value 
to your property, make your home 
instantly more sellable and - per¬ 
haps most importantly - become the 
room you spend most of your time 
in. Surely that’s an investment worth 
making? 

Gutting the room and starting from 
scratch is a great way to create your 



dream kitchen, but only if you have 
the cash and are prepared to put up 
with upheaval. If this isn’t an option, 
there are easier and less expensive 
ways to update your kitchen. 

The obvious starting point is 
repainting the walls, ceiling and 
woodwork. A new colour can make a 
big difference, especially if the exist¬ 


ing paintwork is tatty - filler, sand¬ 
paper and paint work small wonders. 
For the walls and ceiling, use a kitch¬ 
en and bathroom emulsion because 
they are specially designed to resist 
steam, mould and stains. 

If repainting alone isn’t enough to 
make a difference, then new tiles, 
flooring and worktops can also 
transform the kitchen without 
breaking the bank. Providing the 
units are in reasonable condition, 
you can keep them and just change 
the doors for different ones (or paint 
the existing ones). With any luck, 
they’ll be a standard size, so it’s sim¬ 
ply a case of swapping them in. If 
they’re not a standard size, you can 
make new doors yourself - MDF 
works well - or get them made by a 
joiner or online kitchen and ward¬ 


robe door company. 

Sometimes you have no choice but 
to replace the units, especially if you 
want a different layout. Takeaway 
kitchen units, which are available 
off-the-shelf in DIY stores, tend to be 
the cheapest. Some come complete 
with doors and handles, while others 
are just the base or wall unit - you 
buy the extras separately, giving you 
more flexibility. Depending on the 
size and shape of your kitchen, take¬ 
away units may not be ideal because 
they’re a standard size and so may 
not fit the space, but bespoke units 
obviously cost an awful lot more. 
Look out for offers - the Christmas/ 
lanuary sales in most stores aren’t 
too far away, and B&Q has regular 20 
per cent off kitchens, bedrooms and 
bathrooms (with a minimum spend) 


- the current offer ends on November 
7. 

One way to get kitchen units (and 
worktops, tiles, appliances, and so 
on) for a fraction of the usual price is 
to look on eBay. This is a good place 
to find ex-display kitchens and kitch¬ 
ens being sold off by homeowners. 
You may also, of course, be able to 
find ex-display bargains in your 
local DIY store or kitchen retailer, 
but the problem with any pre-fitted 
kitchen is that the units are unlikely 
to fit the space you have exactly, so 
you’ll probably have to make com¬ 
promises. For the best bargains, try 
give-away websites, such as 
Freecycle ( uk.freecycle.org ) and 
Freegle ( ilovefreegle.org ), where, as 
the names suggest, everything is 
free.

GOING on a pub crawl might 
be a once-in-a-blue-moon 
pastime for the majority of 
you - and some may have 
never taken part in one at all. 

But for 54-year-old mum 
Cathy Price, it’s something 
she chooses to do at least 
once a week - and for the 
majority of her weekend. 

In 2011, Cathy, from Preston 
in Lancashire, set herself the 
crazy challenge of visiting 
every Red Lion pub in 
Britain. 

For around two-and-a-half 
years, Cathy, a personal 
trainer, has travelled the 
length and breadth of the 
country, clocking up thou¬ 
sands upon thousands of 
miles, visiting as many of the 
UK’s Red Lion drinking holes 
as she can. 

And at the weekend, she 
brought her quirky quest to 
Cambridgeshire. 

Mum-of-one Cathy said: “I 
must say Cambridgeshire is 
a lovely place and everyone 
who I met was so friendly 


and supportive. 

“It’s also ever so easy to get 
around as it’s so flat - much 
easier than places like Wales 
that’s for sure.” 

Cathy began her adventure 
after she popped into the 
Red Lion pub in Hawkeshead 
in the Lake District to watch 
the Grand National on April 
9, 2011. 

When she first started, 
there were 724 Red Lion pubs 


in the UK but, due to the eco¬ 
nomic climate, there are now 
620. 

Cathy’s aim is to have visit¬ 
ed - and enjoyed a drink - in 
each one of those pubs by 
the end of next year. 

Speaking to the News, she 
said: “On Friday, I visited the 
Red Lions in Histon, 
Grantchester and Hinxton. 

“On Saturday I went to the 
ones in Stretham, Soham, 


Cheveley, Brinkley, Great 
Wratting, Sturmer, Steeple 
Morden and more. 

“My friend Paula Williams 
joined me on my visit to 
Cambridgeshire - she’s visit¬ 
ed around 100 with me now.” 

Cathy visits the pubs and 
hotels with family and 
friends and poses for a pho¬ 
tograph and usually downs 
her favourite tipple - a half 
pint of ale - at each one. 


She’s also collected a huge 
array of souvenirs from 
landlords including beer 
mats, glasses, pub 

T-shirts and menus. 

The length of her visits vary 
- from just half an hour in 
her lunch break to weeks 
away on trips dedicated to 
visiting as many Red Lions 
as possible. 

She said: “Everybody said 
I’ve get bored of the chal¬ 
lenge after a while but I 
haven’t - it gets more fun by 
the day. 

“This quest has enabled me 
to visit parts of the UK that 
I’d never have thought of vis¬ 
iting before and it’s marvel¬ 
lous. 

“The challenge is going 
according to plan and I 
should have visited them all 
by the end of next year. 

“I don’t know what I’ll do 
when I’ve visited them all - I 
might have to start a world¬ 
wide Red Lion challenge 
then!”

Gravity (I2A, 91 mins) 

AS misfortune stacks upon 
tragedy in Alfonso Cuaron’s 
deep space survival thriller, the 
film’s stricken heroine greets 
her seemingly inevitable demise 
with deadpan humour. 

"I hate space," she sighs, 
resigned to her terrifying fate. 

We hate it too by the heart¬ 
breaking conclusion of Gravity, 
which puts its lead character 
through the physical and 
emotional wringer as she drifts 
through that inky void, which 
will become her tomb. 

Scripted by Cuaron and his 
son Jonas, the film is lean and 
runs to a sprightly 91 minutes, 
most of which will be spent 
marvelling at the virtuosity of 
the camerawork, editing and 
spectacular visual effects. 

Avatar and Life Of Pi may 
have pushed the boundaries 
of 3D but Gravity propels the 
format into another universe. 

It is a film that demands to be 


seen on the largest possible 
screen, preferably IMAX 3D, 
which gives the impression of 
floating with the astronauts as 
they face life-or-death choices. 

Cuaron opens in silence 
with the striking orb of planet 
earth slowly rotating like a 
sleeping giant. Gradually, the 
Space Shuttle Explorer comes 
into view, docked close to the 
Hubble Space Telescope. 

Commander Matt Kowalski 
(George Clooney), a veteran 
of the space program on 
his final mission, provides 
encouragement to fellow 
astronaut Shariff (Phaldut 
Sharma) and specialist Dr Ryan 
Stone (Sandra Bullock), who is 
in space for the first time. 

Out of the blue, Mission 
Control orders Kowalski to 
abort the mission and return 
to Explorer: a Russian missile 
strike on a defunct satellite has 
created a debris cloud that is 
heading straight towards the 


crew's current position. 

As Steven Price's orchestral 
score reaches a deafening 
crescendo, razor-sharp debris 
rips apart Explorer, killing Shariff 
and hurtling Stone through 
space. 

If Kowalski cannot locate 
Stone before her dwindling 
oxygen supply runs out then 
that silence will consume her. 

Gravity employs the latest 
ground-breaking technology to 
realise Cuaron's startling vision 
of one woman battling against 
the odds in the one place that 
no one can hear her whimper. 

The complexity of the 
Mexican director's vision, and 
the effortlessness with which he 
realises it, are jaw-dropping. 

Oscar-winner Bullock delivers 
a compelling lead performance 
which might be her finest 
to date, struggling to keep 
her emotions in check as she 
prepares to be reunited with her 
dead daughter.

Slug it out 

with invader 


IMAGINE a Britain without vegetable patches, al¬ 
lotments or beautiful flower beds, where garden¬ 
ers are unable to grow anything outside, knowing 
any plants will be ravaged by a foreign predator. 

This is, admittedly, a worst case scenario, but 
still not an impossible one, says scientist Dr Ian 
Bedford, head of entomology 
in the John Innes Centre in 
Norwich. He is leading a group 
of scientists in a project to 
monitor sightings of the Span¬ 
ish slug, Arion vulgaris, a par¬ 
ticularly aggressive and large 
slug (pictured) which breeds 
and eats at a faster rate than 
our native species and has so 
much slime on its body many 
native predators are put off. 

The scientists launched a 
website, slugwatch.co.uk, a 
couple of weeks ago, asking 
people to report sightings. Within 10 days, there 
had been 18,000 visitors to the site and more 
than 800 submissions, some reporting the Spanish 
slugs, Dr Bedford confirms. 

He says that the reports from the public may 
also give scientists an idea of whether 'Arion 
vulgaris' is breeding with native species to form 
a hybrid that combines the worst of the Spanish 


slug with the tolerance to frosts and cold from our 
own species. 

This year has generally been a bad year for slugs. 
Late spring frosts killed off a lot of them, but this 
may just be offsetting the plague that could fol¬ 
low - we need late spring frosts and early winters 
to kill off juvenile slugs to keep 
numbers down. 

Last year, however, was a 
different story as, following a 
mild spring and wet summer, 

Dr Bedford found Spanish slugs 
ravaging his own garden in 
Norfolk. 

"The only vegetables which 
survived the onslaught were 
parsnips," he recalls. "They 
attacked legumes, onions 
and chives. They ate broad 
beans, French beans and run¬ 
ner beans and were going to 
the top of the plants and eating them from the 
top downwards. I couldn't get carrots past early 
germination stage and the same with lettuces and 
beetroot. 

"All the potato foliage was eaten, although I did 
manage to harvest some potatoes, and the foliage 
of onions was also attacked, which resulted in 
very small onions."

He had evidence of Spanish slugs eating snails 
and even working their way through dog faeces 
and eating dead animals such as mice. 

Growing plants which slugs don't like may 
provide some solution for domestic gardeners, 
though. 

"The plants which don't seem to get attacked 
by slugs are the ones which have high levels of 
plant oils, such as rosemary, which has high levels 
of camphor, and lavender," says Dr Bedford. 

Other plants not favoured by slugs include azal¬ 
eas, pieris, geraniums, mature shrubs and conifers, 
although Dr Bedford points out that last year 
Spanish slugs ate his buddleia and rudbeckias. 

Contrary to reports, slug pellets will kill Spanish 
slugs but because of their voracious appetite they 
will eat a lot of slug pellets before they die, he 
notes. 

It's better to go on slug patrol early morning 
and at dusk, preferably after rain, as these huge 
slugs are highly visible, and pick them off before 


putting them into a bucket of water containing 
detergent which will cause them to sink, he ad¬ 
vises. Then dispose of them and bleach the bucket 
to kill off any bacteria. 

Winter digging may also help expose the eggs, 
which look like an off-white jelly about a quarter 
of the size of a pea. They are generally laid up 
to 5cm under the soil surface, or under logs and 
stones, or terracotta plant pots. 

Slugs are nothing new to gardeners nationwide. 
On average a UK garden is home to more than 
20,000 slugs and it is estimated that an acre of 
farmland can support more than 250,000 of the 
slippery creatures. 

The RHS takes a more cautious approach 
regarding how great a threat the Spanish slug is 
to our gardens. Guy Barter, head of RHS advisory 
service, says: "We are not clear what the threat is 
or how widespread it is likely to be. At this point 
there's no reason to be anxious about it. We need 
more evidence."

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MP calls lor electric 
cars to be noisier 


ELECTRIC and hybrid cars should 
be made louder to protect people 
with eyesight problems, an MP and 
charities have urged. 

Mary Glindon (North Tyneside) 
said the Government should first 
ensure the vehicles are safe for all 
road users after pledging millions of 
pounds in subsidies for the ultra-low 
emissions market. 

She believes sound generators 
should be fitted to the vehicles to 
ensure visually-impaired (VI) pedes¬ 
trians are aware of them. 

Ms Glindon will lead a Westminster 
Hall debate today on electronic vehi¬ 
cles and vulnerable road users, a 
move backed by charities. 

She said ahead of the debate: “The 
Government has pledged £800 mil¬ 
lion in subsidies for the ultra-low 
emissions market so the number of 
these cars on our roads will increase 
rapidly. 

“If the Government is paying to pro¬ 
mote these vehicles, they should first 
make sure that they are safe for every¬ 
one. We need to send a message that 
sound generators are vital for the 
safety of all road users, including 
those who are visually-impaired.” 

The Guide Dogs for the Blind 
Association agreed that devices cre¬ 
ating sound should be fitted by man¬ 
ufacturers to the vehicles as a safety 
feature. 


Richard Leaman, the charity’s chief 
executive, said: “We want to help peo¬ 
ple with sight loss get out and about 
independently with confidence, but it 
is very difficult if they can neither see, 
nor hear traffic coming. 

“A sound generator should be 
standard on all electric and hybrid 
vehicles. We know there will be more 
of them on the road in the future and 
they need to be safe for people with 
sight loss as well as other vulnerable 
pedestrians and road users.” 

RP Fighting Blindness said it was 
“imperative” action was taken to 
prevent accidents. 

Chief executive David Head said: 
“Being able only to see straight 
ahead is challenging in the extreme, 
with many fully-sighted people not 
appreciating how difficult is to do 
something as simple as crossing the 
road safely. 

“Currently there is no regulation 
regarding the level of noise electric 
or hybrid vehicles make, which acts 
as the warning for many visually- 
impaired people. For safety reasons, 
it is imperative that this is addressed. 

“We’re very pleased this important 
issue is being debated publicly. 

“Undoubtedly electric and hybrid 
vehicles are the future of transport, 
but the safety of pedestrians must be 
considered as this technology gains 
popularity.”
